deied to the congregation on ac- 
count of failing eyes, While a young 
JaJ he was accidentally struck by 
a slick just Lelow his right 
eye 


and thus-suffered a paralysis of 
the nerves on that eye, making it 
weak and ineffective. Now, 
after 
many years of study anil writing, 
the left eye is also showing signs of 
weakness and, after 
consultation 
with a number of specialists, he 
has decided to resign from pastoral 
work to give his eyes rest al least 
for a while. Rev Silfverstein 
re- 
signed last July from the presid- 
ency of the district Luther League. 
He is vice president of this mission 
district and will resign frqin that 
in January and also from his work

"If we cannot pet 
help la America q-jltVly It will mean 
actual starvation for thousands and as 
much suffering for Finland as In 
Poland or Belgium," he asserted. Dr.

SWEDEN. 


The plight of hundreds of Russian 


families, seeking refuge from their 
country's distraction In Stockholm, Is 
becoming pitiful because of the rising 
cost of the living and the decline* la 
the value of rubles. Rents, pension 
rates, previsions and fuel are mount- 
Ing steadily In price. Anthracite coal 
Is nearly $100 a ton. Formerly It sold 
for $15 a ton. EIrchwood fuel Is $30 
for 15 cubic feet. Tea Is $3 a pound, 
pure chocolate, $3 a pound; ham, near- 
ly $1 a pound, and candlvs are unob- 
tainable. $500 American motorcycles 
were advertised as bargains at $1.200. 
Stockholm's Swedish-American soci- 
ety this yr.-ir will give up Its Thanks- 
giving baciuet, which has been a fea- 
ture for JX) years, owing to the <li£3- 
cultj- and expense In" obtaining sup- 
plies. The American dollar has lost 
one-third of Us value la Stockholm. 
The schools of Stockholm are being 
used to house ICO Swedish famlllea un- 
able to ray the rents caused by the 
infiiix of foreigners from the beillger- 
«nt countries. United States Minister 
Ira Nelson Morris tried to renew his 
lease on a country villa near Stock- 
holm, worth about $5,000 or $G,000. lie 
offered $3.GdO. a year rental for It, but 
the owner refused, savins he could 
stil'lt for ?17,000 within a year. The 
cost of living Is at least double what 
It was In Berlin last May. Germany 
Is sending Sweden petroleum, coal, 
grain, machine oil, fertilizers, salt and 
medicine. 
Five thousand head of 


highbred Swedish cattle are being sent 
to Germany, but Sv.-eden Insists that 
Germany rtturn the hides and 10 
pounds cf tallov7 from every animal 
sent. Sweden Imported annually* be- 
fore the war 85,000 tons of pig Iron 
from England, and 10,000 tons from 
Germany. Tiie Importation from Ger- 
many has increased enormously dur- 
ing the war, reaching EO.OOO tons for 
1916, while the Importation from Eng- 
land fell to 52,000 tons In 1916 and to 
3,000 tons from January to May, 1917. 
To make cp this deficiency, Importa- 
tions from the United States were un- 
dertaken with the result that 4,000 
tons were Imported In 1016 and nearly 
19,000 tons during the first five months 
of this year. Sweden's exports of iron 
ore to Germany decreased 700,000 tons 
la 1916. The export of Iron ore to 
England showed an Increase of 175,000 
tons In 1016. 


Recent reports from Sweden Indicate 


a shortage cf all kinds of metals ex- 
cept Iron. Last spring It was revealed 
that German agents, spread through- 
oat Sweden, cornered most of the cop- 
per coins and took them over to Ger- 
many. The Swedish mint had to make 
the new currency of Iron. The ex- 
port of all kinds of machines and ap- 
paratus made of metals other than 
Iron has now been prohibited by the 
government. The merchants are not 
even allowed to export 
porcelain 


wares, picture frames, or the like. 
mounted with other metal than iron. 
Among the wares prohibited by the 
new stipulations are electric and tele- 
phone apparatus, railway and street 
cars connected with motors or engines, 
•hoe soles of fiber, wood or paste- 
board, carbon and Incandescent lamps, 
wires, tare furs, cones of firs and 
pines, quick lime and pulverized lime. 
Fertilizers are especially rare In Swe- 
den, and* these conditions hamper con- 
siderably the agricultural work.
